A REAL DIFFERENCE 
IN PIANOS 


Pianos differ generally in grade of material and 
degree of good workmanship. These may or may 
not be apparent to the observer, depending upon his 
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knowledge of the subject. Again, there are pianos 
well made and of good material which, however, 
fail to rise to the dignity of the artistic because 
they have no musical value. That is because the 
scale is defective. Here lies the real difference in 
pianos. The scale of a piano is its plan of technical 


construction, the perfect or indifferent working out 


of which results in tone in endless variety of deg 

Everything in a piano is subordinate to the scale. 

If the scale is scientifically perfect, material and 
yf 


workmanship used in accordance with it will natu- 


rally have the best results. 
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struction of a fine musical instrument is in itself a 
department of science but little understood, if 
understood at all, by makers of musical instruments. 

As a vitally essential first step in the plan of the 
Lyon & Heaty Piano, the selection of suitable 
material is our prime care. Absolutely faultless 
wood is used in the construction of every Lyon & 
Heaty Piano. After quality, the next care is to 
see that it is thoroughly seasoned—first, time-sea- 
soned, and then, thoroughly kiln-dried. The utmost 


care is used in selecting the finest quarter-sawed 


The Plate Fitting Department. Here as elsewhere there is an abundance 


of light, such as is rarely found in factories 
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silver spruce for the sounding board.’ The spruce 
is first thoroughly rafter-seasoned and then kiln- 
dried before used. The ribs, sounding board, and 
string bridges are doweled together, making the 
resonator wholly one structure,-so as to insure the 
utmost sensitiveness to the string vibrations as well 
as to maintain permanently the arched form of the 
sounding board.

smoothness of plate-glass, heavily japanned and 
lacquer finished. An inspection of the interior of a 
Lyon & Heaty Piano will command instant recog- 
nition of its superior workmanship and mechanical 
perfection. The sounding board rims are com- 
pounded of eight quarter-inch veneers of highly 
seasoned hard-wood extending all the way around 
and supporting the sounding board. 


VALUE 


There are three standards of value. The first 
is the value which exists in an article in large part

Architects, HYLAND & GREEN 


The building site is at Fullerton Avenue (Healy 
Station), Chicago, and covers a six acre tract, 
bounded on one side by the main line of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway. 

All freight shipped and received is loaded and 
unloaded from an elevated switch track running 
alongside and into the buildings, and all pianos are 
weighed by us in the factory, and dealers promptly 
notified of exact weights. 

The first section of the structure completed is 
in the form of an “E”, four hundred feet long and 
one hundred and forty-two feet wide. 

Total floor space of the factory exceeds 160,000 
square feet. There are ample yards to store and 
season lumber used in piano cases. 

All portions of the floor areas are sixty feet wide. 
Two large interior courts provide excellent light 
throughout. 

The exterior of the building is finished with face 
brick, dark red shade of hard burned cloister, laid 


in black mortar with “rake” joints. Lintels, sills,
